Beefsteak was only two and one-half 
cents a pound in Georgia in 1860. 
Yet 
far fewer people, proportionately, were 
able to eat this cheap beef in 1860, ac­ 
cording to a digest o j census statistics, 
than daily eat a pound of steak today 
costing from 25 to 40 cents a pound. 
All the people in the towns are able to 
eat fresh beef at this price and not only 
enjoy the gustatory pleasure of steaks but 
to enjoy the immunity conferred by this 
diet from pellagra and other deficiency 
diseases. 
But why can the people of Georgia and 
elsewhere afford steak in these days at 
thirty cents a pound 
better 
than 
they 
could in the good old days when it sold 
for less than three cents a pound? 
The 
answer is of course, industralized Amer­ 
ica. 
Industry pays out daily w^ages and 
it also refrigerates beef and distributes it; 
for sale wherever there are w^ages. 
So, 
all in all, beef today costs the w^orking 
man less than it did in 1860. 
For in 
those days w^hen a beef w'as slaughtered 
on the plantation or in the village in sum­ 
mer it had to be cooked and eaten there at 
once. The working man had no ‘‘service of 
I distribution to bring him 
daily steak. 
Hence, while every man that had three 
cents could buy himself a steak every day 
if there was a fresh steak at his door of­ 
fered daily for sale, there was no such of­ 
fer every day. Only in the rarest cases and 
in few localities were there any shops that 
offered fresh meat all the year round. 
Today it can be said that every com­ 
munity in the United States is in touch 
with refrigerated fresh beef every day in 
the year. 
The butcher shops in villages 
in the wheat country make a specialty of 
carrying fresh beef and ice to outlying 
farms at harvest time, so that a farmer 
does not even need to come to towm to 
get food for the “ threshers.” 
His wife 
telephones the butcher, and wdthin a few^ 
minutes here he conies with a quarter of 
beef and a tub of ice in his motor truck., 
Yet we hear of the decrease in beef 
production and the threat that soon the 
price of steak will put it beyond the reach 
of the \vage earner. 
This is not likely, 
wdthiii the next 
hundred 
years. 
The 
growth of poultry and egg production 
(beef substitutes) ^has caused the dimin­ 
ished supply of lieef to be plenty enough 
although our population has increased en­ 
ormously. 
Americans are still the best 
fed people on earth and will continue in 
this good luck for many years to come. 
A few days ago the agricultural depart­ 
ment at Washington sent out its old story 
again about the reindeer herds of Uncle 
Sam in Alaska being about ready to sup­ 
ply the starving Americans with reindeer 
meat to take the place of the vanishing 
beef steak. 
But let them tell the impa­ 
tient reindeer not to get excited. 
Ihere 
is no ned to begin “ crowding the mourn­ 
ers.” 
Wait until we begin to mourn for 
the vanishing steak before they loose the 
herds of venison upon us.

“ Automobile tramp” sounds paradoxi­ 
cal, since ownership of a motor vehicle 
is connected with the idea of more or less 
stability. 
But there is such a genus and 
it has developed wi(h unbelievable rapidi­ 
ty all over the country. 
Complaints are 
heard from every section of the country 
regarding the depredations and the beg­ 
ging of these motor mendicants. 
They 
scrape together enough money to buy a 
secondhand car of some kind and then set 
out for an endless motor tramp, changing 
their latitude as the sun swings north or 
south, but always keeping to the section 
where wind and weather are kind. Like 
other knights of the road, they neither 
toil nor spin, but depend upon the charity 
of« the people along their routes to give 
credulity to their hard luck stories and 
furnish food, and sometimes clothing, for 
their comfort and progres.s through the 
country. 
The begging propensities of this 
ilk and the nuisance which follows has 
become a problem all over the country. 
Whole families travel in this fashion, and 
the number of beggars is thereby increas­ 
ed.

The automobile tramp hasn’t even the' 
saving grace of the Gyp.sy— horses to selli 
or fortune telling proclivities to peddle. I 
He has nothing to exchange except men-| 
dicancy for sustennace and support. Co­ 
lumbia is being visited more and more by 
these motor Gypsies, and with the im­ 
provement of highway No. 2 with its con­ 
crete course 
through 
Columbia, 
these 
tramps will increase and become further 
nuisances. 
They will have to be dealt 
v’ith as they are being served in other 
communities where they are now numer­ 
ous— refuse absolutely to a^ist them. All 
to whom they apply should send the alms 
seekers to the public welfare society, for 
they are beggars pure and simple with no 
idea of working and with no intention of 
producing a permanent place of abode.

This little incident throws much 
light on the question of the real na­ 
ture of W'calth. To many p eop le the 
word wealth suggests merely a big 
amount of money, but the stock of 
moiicy in this countr 3^ is a v ery small 
p ait of our total wealth. Vastly more 
imp ortant than our gold and silv er 
coin and our “greenbacks” and “yel­ 
lowbacks” are our farms, mines, fac­ 
tories, 
railways, 
steamship s, ware- 
hoiise.s, office buildings, dwellings and 
schools. 
If we didn’t hav e these 
things our money would be of little 
more use to us than it %vas to the 
Eskimos we were just talking about.
